AWARD 
This dispute had been referred for adjudication to the 
Industrial Tribunal Trivandrum by Government Order L4 
18744 /54 /DD dated 1-10-54 and was pending disposal there as 
I. D. 42/54. After the constitution of the Industrial Tribunal 
Alleppey the Government by order L. Dis. 18744 /54/ DD dated 
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14-4-56 recalled and referred this dispute to this Tribunal. 
The issues referred to in the Annexure to the order of reference 
are these : 

1. Whether the appointment of Sri T. L. Thomas as Assis 
tant to the Head Clerk has prejudiced the legitimate claims of 
the immediate junior to the Head Clerk ?

2. What criterion should be followed by the management 
in the matter of promotion ?

5. Whether the turners, moulders, welders, carpenters, 
blacksmiths and typists employed by the Company should be 
paid any special allowance ? If so what should be the quantum 
thereof ? 

6. Whether the retiring staff should be paid gratuity over 
and above the benefits under the Provident Fund ? If so what 
should be the basis of payment of gratuity ? 

Pursuant to the order of reference I have registered the 
Dispute as I. D. 10/56 and issued summons for parties on 18-4-56 .

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(a) in case the closure is justifiable ? 

(b ) in case the closure is not justifiable ? 
2. Are there any arrears of wages due to the workers and if 
so to what extent ? To what reliefs are the workers entitled ? 

Pursuant to the order of reference referred to above, I have 
registered the dispute as Industrial Dispute 16/56 on the file of 
this Court and issued summons for parties on 21-4-56 . The parties 
appeared on 7-5-56. Both sides agreed by a joint statement filed 
on 21-5-56 to continue the disp : t. before this Tribunal from the 
stage where it was left at the fridrum Tribunal. The Union 
had filed their claim statement on 18-12-54. The Employer had 
filed his counter -statement on 10-2-55 and an additional counter 
statement on 18-5-55. The Union had filed their replication on 
13-5-55 . Both sides had also filed their list of documents and 
schedule of witnesses. When the case came up for evidence 
before this Tribunal on 24-8-56 both parties presented a compro 
mise petition and signed it in my presence. is submitted in 
the petition that the dispute has been compromised between the 
parties out of Court and that an award be passed in those terms. 

in the result the compromise is accepted. I hold that no 
dispute subsists between the parties. The reference is answered 
accordingly. No order as to costs. 

This award will come into operation from the date of its 
publication in the officialGazette under Section 17 of the Indus 
trial Disputes Act 1947.
